The General Assembly of the State of South Carolina was convened in the 
Capitol, at Columbia, on this day, being the 6th of November, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight. 

On motion of Mr. J. IZARD MIDDLETON, Mr. 0. G. Memminqer, a 
member elect from St. Philips and St. Michael's, was called to the Chair; when 
Thomas W. Glovbr, Clerk of the late Honse of Representatives, read the 
following Proclamation of His Excellency David Johnson : 

Whirzas, by the Constitution of the United States, each State is authorized, 
in such manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, to appoint a number of 
Electors of President and Vice President of the United States, equal to the 
whole number of Senators and Representatives to which the State may be 
entitled in the Congress of the United States ; and the time of choosing the 
Electors, and the day on which they shall give their votes, which shall bo the 
same throughout the United States, was to be determined by Congress. 

And whereas, by an Act of Congress, passed and approved on the first day 
of March, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety-two, 
it was enacted, amongst other things, that "Electors shall be appointed in each 
State, for the election of President and Vice President of the United States, 
within thirty-four days preceding the first Wednesday in December, one thou- 
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sand seven hundred and ninety two, and within thirty- four days preceding 
the first Wednesday in December in every fourth year succeeding the last elec- 
tion," "and that the Electors shall meet and give their votes on the first said 
Wednesday in December, at such place, in each State, as shall be directed by 
the Legislature thereof." 

And whereas the Legislature of this State, by an Act passed on the* third 
day of December, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-two, did enact "that Electors of President and Vice President of the 
United States shall be appointed by ballot on the Tuesday preceding Wednes- 
day the fifth day of December, of the same year, in the House of Representa- 
tives at Columbia, by the Legislature of this State, or by such persons as shall 
be returned members thereof, and shall attend on that day ; and also that the 
Electors of President and Vice President shall be appointed by ballot on the 
Tuesday preceding the first Wednesday in December in every fourth year suc- 
ceeding the last election, in the House of Representatives at Columbia, by the 
Legislature of this State, which shall be then existing, or by such persons as 
shall be returned members thereof, and shall attend on that day." 

And whereas the Congress of the United States did, by an Act passed and 
approved on the twenty-third day of January, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-six, enact "that the Electors of President 
and Vice President shall be appointed on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday in the month of November, of the year in which they are to be appoint- 
ed." The fourth Monday in November of each year being the time appointed 
by the Constitution of this State for the regular annual meeting of the Legis- 
lature, it follows, that it will not be in Session on the Tuesday next after the 
first Monday in November next, the time at which the Electors of President 
and Vice President are to be appointed according to the Act of Congress 
before referred to; so that the State will not have it in its power to appoint 
Electors of President and Vice President, unless the Legislature be especially 
convened for that purpose. ' 

Now, therefore, T, David Johnson, in pursuance of the power in me vested 
by the Constitution of the State, authorizing the Governor "on extraordinary 
occasions to convene the General Assembly," do issue this my proclamation, 
calling upon and requesting the Senators of the General Assembly of this State 
whose terms of office have not expired, and those who have been now recently 
elected, and the Members of the House of Representatives who have also been 
now recently elected, to convene at Columbia, on the first Monday in November 
now next ensuing, that they may be present in the House of Representatives* 
on the said Tuesday next after the said first Monday to appoint Electors of 
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President and Vice President of the United States in conformity to the Act of 
Congress aforesaid, last referred to. 

Given under ray Hand and Seal of the State, at Limestone Springs, in 
the State aforesaid, the twelfth day of October, in the year of our 
[l s.] Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, and in tho seventy- 
third year of the Independence of the United States of America.

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 

Be pleased to accept my most sincere and cordial thanks for the distinguished 
honor you have conferred upon me by selecting me as your Presiding Officer. 

But whilst I offer you my thanks, I must acknowledge that I feel no little 
diffidence and embarrassment in assuming the responsibilities of the Chair, and 
approaching the discharge of its functions. 

Errors and omissions must accompany the performance of the duties your 
kindness has this day devolved upon me; and I must, beforehand, solicit your 
indulgence for those errors and omissions. 

It is manifest that the Chair cannot, unaided by the House, preserve that 
order and decorum, and enforce adequately those rules of proceeding, which are 
indispensable in all deliberative assemblies. I must, therefore, invoke your aid 
and co-operation. And permit me to say, that I have a firm reliance on those 
assembled around me— on you, gentlemen, who hold (he high position of 
Representatives of tho People of South Carolina. 1 feel that you will ever be 
prompt in vindicating the dignity and honor of the House, and ready to maintain 
the just authority of the Chair. 

Permit me once more, gentlemen, to express my profound acknowledgments 
for the favor you have done me, and the confidence you have reposed in me ; 
and be assured that it shall be my constant study to merit that favor and to 
justify that confidence. 

The House then proceeded to the Election of Clerk.

To the Honorable the Speaker and 

Member's of the House of Representatives : 

Gentlemen ; The promptness with which you have assembled here, out of 
the ordinary term of your regular annual Session, gives assurance that you will 
enter upon the duty confided to you by your constituents in a spirit suited to 
the importance and dignity of the occasion. For the agency I have had in 
calling you together I do not feel called on to offer any apology, although it 
may have subjected many of you to inconvenience. < 

Nothing but an imperative sense of duty could have impelled me to such a 
measure. 

The Constitution of the United States authorizes every State in the Union 
to appoint, in such manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, a number of 
Electors of President and Vice President of the United States, equal to the 
whole number of Senators and Representatives to which such States may be 
entitled in the Congress of the United States ; and provides that the time of 
choosing the Electors, and the day on which they shall give their votes, which 
shall be the same throughout the United States, shall bo determined by Congress. 

As the Law stood prior to 1845, the Electors to which this State was 
entitled were appointed by joint ballot of the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives, on the Tuesday preceding the first Wednesday in December, in every 
fourth year succeeding the last Election of President and Vice President ; and 
this manner of appointment has been used from the time of the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution down to the present day. But by Act of Congress 
passed in January, one thousand eight hundred and forty-five, the Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in the year in which they are to be appointed is 
imperatively set apart as the day on which they are to be appointed for every 
State in the Union. 

To-morrow is that day ; and to enable you to discharge that duty was the 
object of asking your attendance here. And in this I pray that you may be 
directed by unerring wisdom.

Also, the Petition of Susannah Connelly, praying that the escheated estate 
of Harley Connelly may be vested in her ; which was referred to the Committee 
on the Judiciary ; 

Also, the Return of the Commissioners of Free Schools for Barnwell District, 
for 1848 ; which was referred to the Committee on Education. 

Mr. SUMMER presented the Petition of Henry Boland, praying that the 
estate of Elizabeth Kerr, liable to escheat, may be vested in Efamilton F. Boland; 

Also, the Petition of J. C. Kerr, Administrator of Peter Kerr, praying that 
the estate of Elizabeth H. Kerr, deceased, which is liable to escheat, may be 
vested in the next of kin of Peter Kerr, deceased; which were referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary.

any Committee during the present session of the General Assembly. 

Pursuant to notice and by leave of the House, Mr. SULLIVAN introduced 
a Bill to provide for the election of Electors of President and Vice President 
of the United States by the people of South Carolina ; which was read the 
first time, and ordered to be read the second time to-morrow. 

Mr. REYNOLDS gave notice that he will ask leave to«morrow to introduce 
a Bill to fix and determine the circumstances under which notes, drafts, bills of 
exchange and other promissory obligations shall be entitled to days of grace. 

Mr. TOWNES gave notice that he will to-morrow ask leave to introduce a 
Bill to alter and amend the 1st Section of the 3d Article of the Constitution. 

Mr. McALILEY gave notice that he will ask leave to-morrow to introduce 
a Bill to amend the charter of the Charlotte and South Carolina Railroad 
Company. 

Mr, A. M. MARTIN gave notice that he will ask leave to-morrow to introduce 
a Bill to increase the annual appropriations for the support of Free Schools. 

Pursuant to notice, and by leave of the House, Mr. PRINGLE introduced 
a Bill to recharter the Charleston Bridge Company ; which was read the first 
time, and ordered to be read a second time to-morrow. 

Mr. STMONS gave notice that he will ask leave to-morrow to introduce a 
Bill to amend an Act entitled "An Act more effectually to prevent free negroes 
and other persons of color from entering into this State, and for other purpo- 
ses," passed the 19th December, A, D., 1835.

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Also, a Bill to prevent the marital rights of the husband from attaching on 
the estates of married women. 

Mr. HARRINGTON gave notice that to-morrow he will ask leave to intro- 
duce a Bill to establish a separate Court of Equity for Marlboro' District, and 
for other purposes. 

Mr. BOUKNIGHT gave notice that on Thursday next he will ask leave to 
introduce a Bill to amend the 71st Section of an Act entitled "An Act to 
reduce'all Acts and clauses of Acts in relation to the militia of this State to 
one Act, and to alter and amend the same." 

And, that he will ask leave on Wednesday next to introduce a Bill to repeal 
the Act passed in 1846, diminishing the number of magistrates in this State, 
and for other purposes. 

Message No. 1 was then received from His Excellency the Governor, and 
read by Beaufort T. Watts, Esq., his Private Secretary, and is as follows: 

Executive Department, 

Columbia, 28th Nov., 1848. 
To the Honorable the Speaker and 

Members of the House of Representatives : 

Gentlemen : Having in your recent Session been confined to the discharge 
of a particular duty, you have convened here now at the time appointed by the 
Constitution, for the purposes of general legislation, and I cannot too deeply 
impress on you the importance of this duty. The right of the citizens to select 
their lawgivers from amongst themselves, is amongst the brightest and most 
cherished features in the structure of Representative Governments. 

The Representative best knows the wants, necessities and opinions of his 
constituents, and his fidelity and vigilance is secured by the fact, that he him- 
' self is governed by, and subjected to the same laws which he ordains for them. 
But his obligations to his immediate constituents, are not the only responsibili- 
ties which he incurs — they are but members of a large community, and their 
particular interest will be best promoted by consulting the general interest; and 
in discharge of the sacred duty of legislator, he is responsible to the commu- 
nity at large. 

In the discharge of the duties assigned to me by the Constitution, I shall 
now, and from time to time, endeavor to put you in possession of any informa- 
tion I possess, or may obtain of the condition, and recommend such measures as 
in my judgment, will best promote the general interest of the State. And you 
will unite with me in imploring Almighty Wisdom, to aid and direct us in the 
discharge of our respective duties, so that whatever we may do, shall promote 
the happiness and prosperity of our beloved State. 
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The Report of the Comptroller General will put you in possession of the 
condition of the Finances of the State* 

Without entering into the details which will be found in the Report, the 
result shows that the ordinary revenues of the State, exclusive of the profits of 
the Bank of the State, and dividends in the Stock owned by the State, in the 
South Western Rail Road Bank, amounting together to the sum of $108,000, 
which has been carried to the credit of the Sinking Fund, are in such a condition 
as to render it unnecessary to increase the public burthens — a measure at all 
times much to be deprecated, and especially when, as now, the unusually low 
prices of our staples would render it burthensome to the citizens at large. 

The Bank of the State has a very important agency in the management of 
its fiscal concerns. Great doubts were felt about the propriety of establishing 
it, when it was originally chartered in eighteen hundred and twelve; and nothing 
but what was supposed absolute necessity, could even then make it acceptable* 
It will be recoUected that it was during the war with Great Britain, declared 
in June preceding, which entirely cut off our commerce with Europe ; the 
pecuniary resources of the country having been completely drained by 
the preceding embargo and non-intercourse; and with a fruitful soil, untiring 
labor, and abundant productions without a market, even the wealthy Plan- 
ter, content to forego the luxuries which use had rendered in some degree 
necessary, found it difficult to meet the demands upon him, for the taxes and 
other dues to the Government. The State then had in hand some cash, and 
owned stocks and other productive securities to a considerable amount, and it 
was thought those would be more beneficially employed in reducing them to 
cash, and lending it to the citizens on real or personal security, to relieve their 
necessities. A Loan Office for this purpose was at first contemplated, but it 
was thought that banking powers and privileges would greatly facilitate its 
operations, and hence the charter of the Bank of the State, in the form in which 
we find it. From that time to this, distrust and doubts about the faithful 
administration of its affairs have pervaded some portions of the State, and I 
might add, all portions of it in a greater or less degree — and the propriety of 
closing it, and winding up its concerns, has been suggested* Danger of indis- 
cretion, the want of fidelity in its officers, and of the partiality of its favors, 
when managed by persons having no immediate interest in its results, are 
mainly relied on in support of this proposition. 

I have felt the full force of these arguments, and if it was now first proposed 
to establish a Bank with the usual powers on account of the State, and based 
on its capital, I should unhesitatingly oppose my dissent to it. There is danger 
that persons having no immediate interest in it, would not exercise the same 
prudence and circumspection, in the management of it, that they would do in 
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their own concerns— that they might indulge in personal partialities, at the 
expense of the Bank, and that they might prostitute it to political party purposes* 

There is yet another objection, which strikes me as more imposing. But for 
the expectation of realizing profits at the expense of its customers, such a thing 
as a bank would never have been heard of. It is enough that the citizen has 
contributed his proper proportion towards the common burthens, and the State 
ought not to accept more at his hand. It may be said, that if there was no 
Bank of the State, he might find accommodation at other Banks on the same 
terms, and the result to him would be the same, and that the State had the 
right to share the profits of banking. 

A sovereign State, whose duty it is by every possible means to cherish and 
conciliate, ought not willingly to put itself in the position of a relentless creditor 
towards the citizen, without which no Bank could sustain itself. That however 
is not now the question. Would it be wise and prudent to close the Bank r 
and wind up its concerns at this time ? 

There are very many reasons why, in my judgment, this would be inexpedi- 
ent. I will notice a few only which strike me as entirely satisfactory. According 
to the report of the Comptroller General, the liabilities of the Bank of all sorts 
amount to and the citizens of the State, if 

not the sole, are the principal debtors. The credit system is unhappily so 
interwoven with our habits of business, that even the severe lessons that we 
have been taught from time to time by the sudden depressions in the price of 
our staples, and the consequent derangement in all of our productive pursuits, 
have not been enabled to correct it. We are therefore now, in consequence of 
the low price of our agricultural productions, in the midst of one of those 
revulsions of commerce which inevitably brings with it a scarcity of circulating 
medium, and an increased demand for it. Close the Bank now, and stop its 
issues, and at least one source of supply is cut off. 

Voluntary payments to the Bank, and every debtor that has the means 
would be disposed to get rid of that responsibility, would to that extent 
diminish the circulation; and to force collections, would be productive of incalcu- 
lable distress to the community. 

There is another consideration of equal, if not greater importance. The cap- 
ital stock and the profits of the Bank, are solemnly pledged on the faith of the 
State for every dollar she has borrowed, from the year 1820, down to this time. 
The act of 1838, authorizing what is called the fire loan of two million of dol- 
lars, ($2,000,000,) which is amongst the last, makes the same pledges, and the 
evidence spread on your journals, shows that the agent who effected this loan, 
and the purchasers of the stock, had regard to them, in the negotiation for the 
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l«an. The character of the Bank itself is involved in these pledges — her 
aeglect to fulfill them, would involve her in disgrace, and compel her to shut 
her doors. It is, therefore, reasonable to suppose, that it facilitated the 
negotiation, and increased the appreciation of the stock. I can add nothing to 
what has been said in the report of the Committee of the Senate, at the session 
in December, 1846, to show that closing the Bank now, and thus cutting off the 
profits, would violate these pledges, and be an act of mala fides — and the worse 
that the creditor is without redress. The Bank is the mere creature of the 
State, which may dispose of its funds as might be thought fit. She is not liable 
to suit, and the only security which the creditor would have, would be the faith 
of the State already violated. It is true, that by shutting up the Bank, and 
calling in the debts due to it, means might be provided for the payment of the 
public debt But the fact of cutting off this security for its payment, would 
inevitably materially affect the price of the stocks, and operate injuriously to the 
holders — a consequence whieh I am sure every citizen of the State would 
deprecate. 

It may be asked, if this institution is to be perpetuated and riveted upon our 
prosperity for all time to come ? I hope not. The time may, and I hope will 
come, when it will be wise and prudent to close it forever. But I would not 
have the State violate its solemn pledges, and do wrong to its creditors, even 
at the risk of the dangers to which I believe it would be exposed, in the hands 
of unworthy and dishonest agents. We have little to apprehend from this 
source, if past experience is any evidence of what we may expect in the future. 
The Bank has now been in operation for thirty- five years, and during all that 
time it has been the depository of all the public treasure; and if there hag been 
any one of its numerous and frequently changing officers (including the branches) 
wanting in honesty and fidelity, any instance of indulging personal partiality at the 
expense of the Bank, or the prostitution of its means to unworthy purposes, I have 
not seen the evidence of it. Losses have occurred, and they are inevitable in all 
institutions of the kind; but the annual reports of the Bank, show that at least 
reasonable profits have been realized; and for the time to come, during which 
we must submit to what I regard as an evil, the Legislature is called on by 
every consideration of policy and interest, to keep at the head of the institution, 
as heretofore, able, honest, and faithful agents. When the pledges on the part 
of the Bank have been redeemed, it would be wise to close its doors forever, 
and call in its credits in such reasonable annual sums, as the community can 
bear. And I would on that account, earnestly recommend that there should 
not be any other pledges involving the capital or profits of the Bank. If they 
are required for these, or any other purposes, they are under the control of the 
State. 
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The increasing prosperity and usefulness of the South Carolina College, is 
so much a matter of pride, that the attention of every one is constantly directed 
towards it ; and I can add but little to what is generally known of its present 
condition. And under a wise, consistent, and mild, but firm and uniform govern- 
ment, the parts all harmonize, and regularity and order reign within its walls, 
and emulation amongst the student s ; and an increased ambition to acquire 
knowledge are the necessary fruits. 

The extensive additional accommodations for the students, projected by the 
Board of Trustees at its last annual meeting^ have by the liberal means provi- 
ded by the Legislature at its last annual Session, been completed in a manner 
that adds greatly to the effect and beauty of the College Buildings, and yet 
there is no room to spare. The students number now two hundred and fifty- 
five, including the graduating class, which is thirty-eight in number; but it is 
probable that their places will be supplied by the formation of a new Freshman 
class. Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Texas, all have representatives amongst the students, and it is 
not an unreasonable anticipation that the lights of science and literature 
emanating from this cherished institution, will be seen throughout the entire 
extent of the Southern portion of our Confederacy. It may, and the time may 
even now have arrived, when it will be indispensably necessary to enlarge the 
usefulness of the College by providing for instruction in some branches of the 
sciences and literature that are not now taught in it But the subject belongs 
more appropriately to the Board of Trustees, to whose hands it has been wisely 
confided, and there I willingly leave it. 

I should be gratified to present you with an equally flattering account of the 
condition of our Free Schools. Defective in the frame work of their original 
structure, they have dragged on a wretched existence, if, indeed, they can be 
said to exist at all, down to this day, at an immense cost, without any apparent 
benefits, except in the towns and cities, where, from the denseness of the popu- 
lation, the funds appropriated for their support can be concentrated so as to 
make its influence felt. Year after year the attention of the Legislature has 
been called to this subject by my predecessors in office ; and again and, again 
legislative committees have been directed to examine into tbeir condition ;. and 
whilst all concede and expose the defective operation of the system, no mea- 
sures have been taken towards its improvement. The will to do it is certainly 
not wanting, for it is a subject in which every individual has an interest; and I 
can only account for the apparent apathy, by supposing that no one knows, or 
has the means of knowing what is wanted to carry it into successful operation, 
within the means appropriated to that object. The defects of the system were 
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early seen, and having bestowed some .attention to it for many years past, and 
with opportunities of information accessible to few (I mean a personal know- 
ledge of the localities and population of every portion of the State,) I am utterly 
unable to suggest any improvement likely to produce results corresponding 
in any reasonable proportion to the very large sum annually expended in their 
support. The local Boards of Commissioners cannot be relied on for the 
necessary information, as they act without concert or uniformity of system ; 
and I suggested to the Legislature at its last session the propriety of appoint- 
ing a suitable agent, whose duty it should be to visit every portion of the 
State in detail, charged especially with collecting all the information he could 
obtain from the local boards,and intelligent individuals ; and to propose a plan 
suited to* the occasion. Whatever plan may be devised, I am very confident 
that it will be found that there will be a great deficiency of competent instruct- 
ors even in the primary departments of an English education. It is possible 
that there will be found in every district, a few young persons of both sexes 
who would, for the purpose of acquiring a suitable oducation, free of expense, 
oblige themselves, when qualified, to devote a few years to the instruction of 
children, for a reasonable compensation ; and as a starting point in the improve- 
ment of the system, I would recommend that the Boards of Commissioners of 
the several districts be required by law to inquire for, and select from those 
offering, a certain number who would be willing to accept these terms, and to 
place them at suitable schools ; the expenses of tuition and subsistence to be 
provided for out of the common free school fund before it is distributed amongst 
the districts, or in such other way as you may see fit to prescribe. 

In connection with this subject, I take great pleasure in laying before you a 
communication from the Rev. Dr. Curtis and Son, Principals of the Female 
High School, at Limestone Springs, and of Mr. J. W. Hudson, Principal of 
the Mount Zion Academy, at Winnsborough, which contains the liberal and 
patriotic proposition to receive, in furtherance of any general plan that may be 
adopted to make the free schools useful, any number of pupils : one of females, 
and the other of males, not exceeding twelve each, free of any charge for instruc- 
tion, to be educated for teachers. It is generally known, that these institutions 
rank amongst the most respectable in the State ; and my own observation* 
enables me to state that the government, discipline, and success in instruction, 
will rank with any other of the same description in the State ; and I would 
recommend earnestly, that at least this initiatory step be promptly taken 
towards the improvement of the free school system. Other schools, entitled to 
equal confidence, will doubtless be ambitious to follow this laudable example ; 
and provision ought to be made for such a contingency I invite your atten- 
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tion more particularly to this communication, as containing some useful and 
practical information on the subject of normal schools. 

The Citadel Academy at Charleston, and the Arsenal Academy here, will 
furnish appropriate means of normal instruction in many of the most useful 
departments of science, and the South Carolina College the means of an 
education in the highest departments of science and literature. 

In my first Message to the Legislature at its last annual session, I took 
occasion to bring to their notice the subject of Internal Improvements, and as 
no action was then had upon it, I take the liberty of presenting it to you in the 
hope that it will receive your early attention. For my general views on the 
subject I refer you to that Message ; but at the expense of some repetition I 
will state some facts which, in my judgment, deserve especial consideration. 
All who are familiar with the upper portions of the State know that few, if any 
of its productions, will bear the expense of transportation by the ordinary 
means to a market and leave any profits to the producer, except the article of 
cotton, which is not grown at all in the region bordering the mountains ; and 
even that, at the present low prices, leaves but a small nett income when the 
charges of transportation are deducted. All descriptions of grain may be 
transported to our markets from any of the Northern cities at a less expense 
than from the mountain region, where it is grown in abundance ; and, with 
facilities of transportation, might and would be increased to almost any extent. 
Lime, which is found in abundance in York and Spartanburg Districts, of superior 
quality, is shut out even from the market in this place, on account of the 
difference in the expenses of transportation, by the Thomaston lime. For the 
same reason our great marts are closed against the iron produced in the interior, 
and they are supplied from Europe and the Northern States. The same remarks 
will apply to almost every article of production, the transportation of which is 
expensive on account of its weight or bulk ; and I venture to predict, that 
unless greater facilities of transportation are supplied, the healthiest and most 
favored portion of the State will become tenantless. Heretofore they have 
found a market for their agricultural productions amongst their cotton growing 
neighbors, but at the present low prices they will find it their interest to raise 
their own supplies. 

The Columbia and Charlotte, and Greenville Railroads, now in the course 
of construction, when completed, will greatly facilitate transportation in the 
portions of the country through which they pass ; but if the former should 
stop at Anderson Court House, which I suppose probable, both will terminate 
in the cotton region, and neither materially aid the mountain districts, and will 
leave a space of more than an hundred miles between their northern terminations 
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unprovided for. But no portion of either of these roads has yet been completed, 
and judging solely from what I know of the scarcity of money and the low 
prices of produce, these companies will find it difficult to call in the subscrip- 
ions for stocks, and without the aid of the State, the progress towards their 
completion must be very slow. And I would earnestly recommend to your 
consideration the propriety of affording them some assistance towards the 
completion of these laudable and patriotic enterprises. 

Permit me, also, to invite your attention to what I said in the same Message, 
on the subject of the navigation of our water courses. The subject I know 
has become stale, and it would seem strange that these natural channels of 
transportation are destined to remain in their native rudeness and impractica- 
bility. All attempts at improvement have been heretofore made at the expense 
of the State. But I have no doubt that if the exclusive right to the naviga- 
tion would be conceded, companies would be readily organized with adequate 
means to improve it, so as to enable them to transport produce at rates greatly 
below what is now common. Bat it is believed that this concession cannot be 
obtained, even from those residing on the banks of the water courses. Those 
employed in boating as a business, find their account in the increased prices, 
on account of the difficulty of the navigation ; and the planter residing on or 
near the water courses, finds his in employing his own hands, instead of paying 
freight. There is, too, something like a natural disinclination to pay tribute 
for using nature's common highway ; and without legislative authority, or aid, 
these channels are destined to remain forever in their present rude and unim- 
proved condition. 

In connection with this subject, I transmit herewith the report of Major 
William Spencer Brown, a distinguished engineer, of a survey made by him 
of Broad river, at the instance of the Columbia and Greenville Railroad Com- 
pany, which contains much valuable information as to the condition of that 
river. 

I had the honor to communicate to the Legislature, at its last session, that, 
in pursuance of its orders, I had engaged B. C. Pressley, Esq., of Charleston, 
to prepare and procure to be printed, a Digest of the Laws relating to the Office 
and Duties of Magistrate; and I have now the pleasure of informing you, that I 
understand the book has been printed, and will be ready for delivery during the 
present session. Eight hundred dollars were appropriated towards paying the 
expense of printing, and it has been paid to Mr. Pressley for that purpose. 
Whether it will be sufficient to pay for the printing and binding, I have not 
been informed. No provision has been made to compensate Mr. Pressley for 
his services, and I will take the liberty of calling your attention to the subject 
again, when the book shall have been delivered. 
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A great number of the 10th volume of Cooper's edition of the Statutes at 
Large, which contains the index of the whole, were burnt by a fire which con- 
sumed a number of houses in this place some years ago, and is now out of 
print. A corresponding number of the other volumes of the edition are useless 
for the want of the index. I would therefore recommend that provision be 
made for re-publishing that volume. 

That edition brings down the Statutes at 'Large to the year 1838 — since 
when the annual acts have been printed in a type and paged corresponding with 
it. And I would recommend that provision be made for collecting them into 
volumes, and a general index to the whole. None but a very diligent inquirer, 
would take the trouble of looking into more than ten years of Legislative 
enactments to find what the law is, and I would suggest as a good general rule* 
that these compilations should be made at least every tenth year. 

I have received, and herewith transmit for your consideration, certain resolu- 
tions approving Mr. Whitney's project of a Railroad from Lake Michigan to 
the Pacific Ocean, and recommend it to the patronage of the Government of the 
United States, adopted by the Legislatures of the States of Maine, Vermont* 
Rhode Island, Maryland, Ohio, Tennessee, Georgia, and Alabama. The pro- 
ject is one of the most sublime that has ever been conceived by man. One is 
astounded by its magnitude, and yet with adequate means no one will now 
question its practicability — nor will it be doubted that, if carried into execution 
it would greatly promote the settlement of the wild lands through which it is pro- 
posed to carry it, bringing us into communion with our fellow-citizens inhabiting 
those remote regions, and greatly facilitate commerce. 

T have also received from the National Medical Convention, held in May ' 
1847, in the city of Philadelphia, a memorial, the object of which is to "urge 
on the various State Governments the adoption of measures for procuring a 
registration of the births, marriages, and deaths in their several populations.' 
I can add nothing to the argument found in the memorial, which is herewith 
transmitted, but my approbation of it, in support of the measure. 

The present organization of the magistracy, limiting one to each Militia Beat 
Company, strikes me as affording great facilities in obtaining the necessary 
information in the country. Confined to limited precincts, acquainted with 
every family within it, they would find little difficulty in obtaining it. Annua 1 
reports from all to the Clerks of the Courts or Commissioners in Equity would 
bring together all that occurs in each district, and then collected, would presen* 
a general view of the subject. In cities, towns, and other incorporated com- 
munities, the same end might be even more conveniently 'attained through the 
agency of the corporate authorities.

I transmit-herewith, a letter from the Hon. W.. J. Grayson, the Chairman 
of a Committee appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States 
to select a site on which to erect a Custom House in Charleston, in which he 
states that he is advised, that according to the laws of the United States, no 
contract for the purchase can be completed without the consent of the State. 
One hundred aud thirty thousand dollars ($130,000) has been appropriated in 
Congress for this purpose, and although the site has not yet been selected, the 
Commissioners are desirous of obtaining the authority of the^State to make the 
purchase, that it may be completed, and the erection of the necessary buildings 
may be in progress before the next meeting of the Legislature. Not more than 
two or three acres of ground will be wanted for the purpose, and I have not 
been able to conceive any well founded objection to authorize the purchase. I 
submit the matter to your consideration. 

By an act of the Legislature, passed on the*18th day of December, 1846, 
the State granted to the United States all the right, title, and interest of the 
State to the lands, forts, fortifications and sites for the erection of forts on 
Sullivan's Island and Shutes's Folly Island, as delineated by a plat of resurvey 
made by Robert Q. Pinckney : Provided that the act should not take effect 
until the United States Government shall have conveyed to the State of South 
Carolina all the right, title, and interest of the United States in the lands 
lying between the present site of Fort Moultrie and the parade ground, which 
is indicated as a street in the aforesaid plan of resurvey, and until the said plan 
of resurvey shall have been deposited in the office of the Secretary of State at 
Columbia. 

On the 28th day of February last the Hon. William L. Marcy, the 
Secretary of War of the United States, in pursuance of the authority of an act 
of Congress approved on the 3d March, 1819, executed a deed to the State of 
South Carolina for all the right, title, and interest of the United States to the 
land lying between the present site of Fort Moultrie and the parade ground, 
as provided in the act of the 18th December, 1846, above referred to, which 
was deliveved to mo in the course of the last spring, and I was applied to by 
Col. J. G. Totten, Chief Engineer, in behalf of the United States, to convey to 
the United States, in form, the lands granted by the act of 1846. Having no 
direct authority to convey, and being of opinion that, on the performance of 
the condition contained in the act, the grant became absolute, and the title to 
the Unit a 1 Stat '3.s perfected, I at first destined to do so. But, upon being urged 
by the authorities of the United States, I executed, in behalf of the State, a 
deed, in effect acknowledging the performance of the condition on the part of 
the United States. Being then and still of opinion that this was nugatory, I 
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would recommend that an act be passed acknowledging the performance of the 
condition on the part of the United States, and confirming the grant. Not 
knowing what course the Legislature would, take, I declined to have the deed 
from the United States put on record, and I would recommend the propriety of 
providing for that also. I transmit herewith the deed from the United 
States; a copy of my deed to the United States; a letter from Col. Totten 
to myself dated 3d March, 1848; and the correspondence between Capt. 
Bowman, of the Engineer Department of the United States, and myself, which 
will put you in possession of all the information that may be required. 

I have also received a communication from the Hon. Wm, L. Marcy, Secretary 
of War of the United States, under date of the 25th April, 1848, enclosing ex- 
tracts of a letter to him from Frederick A. Smith, Captain Engineers, A. C. E., 
of the 18th of April, 1848, in which it is stated that five acres of land in Beaufort 
harbor were granted by this State to the United States, on the 17th December, 
1808, for the site of Fort Littleton, (otherwise called Fort Marion) — that 
commissioners were appointed on the part of the State to mark out its boun- 
daries, but that all efforts to ascertain now where they were have been unsuc- 
cessful; and he requests that I would bring the subject to your notice, with a 
view to some provision for the appointment of commissioners on the part of the 
State, clothed with authority to ascertain and locate the boundary, in conjunc- 
tion with an engineer officer, to be designated by the War Department. 
The request strikes me as reasonable; arid I would recommend that commis- 
, sioners be appointed for the purpose of meeting it. The communication of the 
Secretary of War is herewith transmitted. 

The constant and never ending agitation of the question of slavery between 
the slaveholding and non-slavehokiing States, apart from the issues really 
involved, will of itself in the end inevitably lead to the most disastrous conse- 
quences. The passions of communities, like those of individuals, are roused 
and inflamed by constant vituperation, however unimportant may be the matter 
in controversy; and the degree of resentment engendered by it, is in proportion 
to the magnitude of the matter involved. To us the question is vital ; the 
issues of "life, liberty, and property" are involved in it ; the poison of fanati- 
cism is so infused in the masses, that I have charity enough to suppose that 
many worthy men conscientiously believe that involuntary servitude is a damning 
curse, and would willingly turn our slaves loose to cut our throats. But the 
mockery of the more liberal and enlightened politicians of the non- slaveholding 
States, in disclaiming the authority of Congress to interfere with the institution 
in the States where it now exists, but protesting against its extension beyond 
its present limits, is more galling. Do they not know that the encouragement 
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and protection given to fugitive slaves have rendered property in them of little 
value in the border States ? Do they not know that, circumscribed to the 
territorial limits they now occupy, they will in a few years exhaust much of the 
How productive soil, and in their rapid increase in numbers overwhelm their 
owners, and drive them to seek an asylum elsewhere ; and that, by excluding 
them from additional territories already or hereafter to be acquired, they will, 
through the agency of Congress, accomplish indirectly what they concede to be 
unconstitutional ? I will not speak of our equal rights as citizens of this Con- 
federation. The argument has been long ago exhausted, and demonstration as 
palpable as a mathematical conclusion will avail nothing. 

The probability is, that whether we will or will not be permitted to carry our 
slaves into the territory acquired by the treaty with Mexico, will be definitely 
settled at no distant day. If against us, the question will necessarily arise as 
to the measures we ought to pursue. All the other slaveholding States have 
precisely the same interest in this question that we have, and we know that 
many, if not all of them, feel the same solicitude about it that we do, and it may 
reasonably be supposed they would readily unite with us in any measure 
promising relief. With our united, moral, and physical strength, in a just and 
honorable cause, we can successfully oppose any power that can be brought 
to bear upon us. Concert as to time and manner of action is indispensable to 
this unity; and the question now is, when and how this is to be brought about ? 
Is the present time propitious ? 

We know already, or have abundant reason to suppose, that the present 
Chief Magistrate of the United States, adopting the Missouri Compromise as 
a rule, will, if Congress in its folly and madness, in total disregard of reason 
and right, exclude us entirely firem the Mexican territory, interpose the conser- 
vative veto power. It is known, too, that in the election of his successor, many 
of the slaveholding States cast their votes for the candidate who will be elected; 
and that in all the rest there was great division; more, probably than the results 
• have brought to light; and I take it for granted that it was upon the faith, that, 
being a Southern man, he would not be unmindful of Southern rights. It 
cannot be supposed, then, that the States which will vote for him, and the 
minorities in those States which will vote against him, can be brought to act 
together in anticipation that our rights will be violated under his administration, 
he having the power to prevent it. The present time is therefore, in my judg- 
ment, unpropitious for action. We ought, notwithstanding, to provide for any 
contingency. The blow may be struck when we are unaware of our danger, 
and no time ought to be lost in projecting means to unite the slaveholding 
States in some common mode of action, when the occasion shall arise; and a 
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free discussion and interchange of opinion will greatly' promote this object in 
preparing the public mind to meet its consequences. As before remarked, 
unity of time and concert of action are indispensable to success, and a South* 
era Convention is the most direct and practical means of obtaining it. 

No one State can reasonably hope for success, when acting alone in opposition 
to the opinions of all the others. The effect of such an attempt would expose 
them to be overwhelmed in detail. What, it may be asked, will South Caro- 
lina do if she is left alone to fight this battle ? There are spirits in her bosom 
that would willingly perish in defence of her rights. But would it be wise to 
seek such a destiny, as long as there is hope of succor ?

Resolved, That it would be unwise, inexpedient, a breach of good faith 
towards the creditors of the State, who may have a lien on the capital and 
profits of the Bank — dangerous to the security of the public monies, and 
fatal to the commercial, agricultural, and mechanical interests of this State, 
so far as they are disconnected with other banking institutions, for this 
Legislature to take any action towards putting the Bank of the State in 
liquidation. 

Resolved, That all, and every objection made against the principle of es- 
tablishing a Bank of the State, applies with much greater force to all 
private incorporated banking institutions. 

Resolved, That a Special Committee of each House he appointed to de- 
vise and report, at the next Session, the proper measures to prevent here- 
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after any Act of Incorporation from being granted to any banking insti- 
tution of a private character.

Mr. AIKEN gave notice, that he will to-morrow ask leave to introduce

Mr. J. T. OWENS gave notice, that he will to-morrow ask leave to 
introduce A Bill to alter and amend the Law in relation to the collection 
of Military Fines. 

The House then proceeded to the consideration of the Report of the

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Shares in Capital Stock of the Greenville and Columbia Rail Road Com* 
pany, which, at par value, will be equal to one-third part of the debt so 
adjusted ; and shall also subscribe for the State to a number of shares in 
the capital stock of the Charlotte and South Carolina Rail Road Com- 
pany, equal at their par value to one other third part of the said debt ; 
and shall also subscribe for the State to a number of shares in the capital 
stock of the Wilmington and Manchester Rail Road Company, equal at 
their par value to the remaining one-third part of the said debt 

2. Each of the said subscriptions shall be paid in the manner herein- 
after mentioned, and shall be subject to the terms and conditions herein- 
after expressed. 

3. The subscriptions of the State shall be payable in such Bonds of the 
South Carolina Rail Road Company, as may be accepted by the State m 
liquidation of the aforesaid debt, and the said Bonds shall be accepted by 
the said Companies, respectively, for the amount specified therein, without 
any manner of recourse against the State. 

4. The subscription of the State, shall be paid in the following manner : 
Whenever satisfactory proof shall be produced to the Comptroller, that 
one hundred thousand dollars shall have been paid in by the Stockholders, 
and expended in the construction of either of the said Roads, the Comp- 
troller General shall deliver to the Company owning that Road, so many 
of the Bonds, as shall amount to one hundred thousand dollars; and, 
whenever similar proof shall be produced to the Comptroller General, 
that fifty thousand dollars more shall have been paid in and expended as 
aforesaid, the Comptroller General shall deliver fifty thousand dollars 
more of the said Bonds, to the Company producing such proof, and one- 
third part of the remaining subscription shall be paid to the Greenville 
and Columbia Rail Road Company, when the Road shall J>e finished 
and in operation as far as Newberry Court House ; and one other third 
part of the remaining subscription shall be paid to the Charlotte and 
South Carolina Rail Road Company, when the Road shall be finished 
and in operation as far as Winn8boro , ; and the other third part of the re- 
maining subscription shall be paid to the Wilmington and Manchester 
Rail Road Company, when the Road shall be finished and in operation 
as far as 

5. The State shall in no way whatsoever, be liable for the debts or 
contracts of either of the said Rail Road Companies. 

6. The State shall have the same rights in the Companies, respectively, 
and in their management, as are reserved to private Stockholders. 

7. An irrevocable condition is liereby imposed upeo the said Compa- 
nies, respectively, that they shall unite their respective roads, with the 
South Carolina Rail Road Company, with a track of the same width, 
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and shall so manage their affairs, as that transportation of freight and 
passengers, from the one road to the other, shall be had without hindrance 
of any kind whatsoever. 

8. The General Assembly shall at any time, have a right to examine 
into the condition of the said Companies, and Annual Reports, exhibiting 
their condition and prospects, shall be presented by each of them to the 
General Assembly. 

9. In case any of the payments made by the State, shall be in advance 
of the calls upon the private Stockholders, the State shall have a lien 
upon the whole property of the Corporation, to which such advance is 
made to secure the same unto the State. 

After discussion thereon, on motion of Mr. MEMMINGER, the amend- 
ment was ordered to lie on the table. 

The House then proceeded to read the Bill a second time, and having 
read the Seventh Section, Mr. TOWNES moved to amend the said Sec- 
tion, by adding the following words : " and the Legislature shall appoint 
annually, by Joint Resolution of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, five suitable Commissioners to represent the Stock of the State, at 
all meetings of the Stockholders of the said Company."

On motion of Mr. MEMMINGER the amendment was ordered to lie 
on the table. 

The Bill was then read the second time. The question being put, 
Shall the Bill be sent to the Senate ? it passed in the affirmative.

Whereas, many grave charges have been made through the newspapers 
of this State, and have been extensively circulated by said papers, and 
other means, against the management of the Bank of this State and its 
Branches, which said charges are calculated greatly to impair, if not en- 
tirely to destroy the confidence of the public in said Bank, and thereby 
cripple its energies and greatly diminish its usefulness : And notwith- 
standing said charges have been denied by the persons intrusted with the 
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management of said Bank, the same are reiterated by gentlemen, of stand- 
ing and responsibility : 

And whereat, it is of all importance that this House should know the 
truth or falsity of said charges, and should have full and disinterested evi- 
dence of the true state and condition of said Bank and its Branches, and 
the management thereof, before any definite action can be taken by this 
House in reference to said Bank. Be it therefore 

Resolved, That a Joint Special Committee of five persons, to be elected 
by joint ballot of the two Houses, be appointed, whose duty it shall be to 
investigate and ascertain the true state and condition of said Bank and 
its Branches, and the management thereof; and when the same shall be 
ascertained, the said Committee shall make a full report thereon, contain- 
ing all the evidence taken by them as to its state, condition and manage- 
ment, on said investigation : and no evidence shall be taken, except the 
same be on oath. 

2d. That said Committee shall have full power and authority, to sit 
from day to day, after the adjournment of this General Assembly, and at 
such place or places, as said Committee may deem most proper, until said 
investigation is completed. The said Committee shall take all evidence 
of persons on oath examined before them, and for such purpose shall have 
full power and authority to summon the Officers and Directors, and Agents 
of said %ank and its Branches, and all other persons whose testimony said 
Committee may deem material to aid in said investigation ; and to ad- 
minister oaths to all such persons, so brought before them, and to have all 
the power and authority now vested in any of the Courts of Record in this 
State, to compel the attendance of witnesses, and to enforce decorum, 
whilst conducting said investigation. 

3d. That the members of said Committee shall each receive the sum of 
dollars per day, whilst actually employed in said investiga- 
tion, and shall also be allowed all reasonable sums paid by them for servi- 
ces of Clerks, to take down evidence, and to execute the writing to aid in 
said investigation. 

Mr. HENRY submitted the following Resolutions, which were ordered 
for consideration to-morrow. 

Resolved, That the Executive of this State, be instructed and. required 
to appoint an agent, with plenary powers to receive from the Government 
of the United States, all sums of money standing to the credit of this 
State, upon the records of the General Government

the same be deposited with the Bank of the State, as a fund solemnly 
pledged to be appropriated by the Legislature, in aid of new Rail Roads, 
now building or hereafter to be built in this State. 
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Mr, W. A. OWENS submitted the following Preamble and Resolu- 
tions, which were ordered to be considered to-morrow, and to be printed : 

In the recent war between Mexico and the United States, South Caro- 
lina commissioned and sent forth a Regiment of her citizens, to defend 
Ihe rights of their country. True to her former renown, they have borne 
triumphantly aloft in every conflict in which they were engaged, the en- 
signs of her glory. Neither the destroying pestilence of the clime, nor 
the scorching rays of the torrid sun, could check their ardor, or subdue 
their zeaL 

In this Regiment, were those who always commanded the highest hon- 
ors and regard of the State, and whose heroism and valor on the plains of 
Mexico, have added greatly to the reputation for patriotism and devotion, 
which they ever exhibited for their country. The gallant Butler, whose 
daring and intrepidity are surpassed in the annals of war, was not the 
first of his name, who sealed with his blood his allegiance to South Caro- 
lina. Nor did the lamented Dickinson require to "have a place in the 
picture," to prove his devotion to the land of his birth. The sorrow which 
overshadowed the State, at the loss of her sons, has been somewhat dis- 
pelled, by welcoming to her bosom the surviving guardians and defenders 
of her fame, and she realizes the highest satisfaction in expressing her un- 
qualified admiration for the returning leader of her Regiment, and his 
gallant associates in arms. • 

Resolved, 1. That the thanks of the State of South Carolina are due to 
the Officers and Soldiers of the Palmetto Regiment, ,who, together with 
those who have fallen in the field, have, by the most unexampled heroism, 
rendered the names of Contreras, Churubusco, Chapultepec and the 
Garita de Belen, household words throughout the length and breadth of 
the State. 

Reselved, 2. That the Governor of the State procure, and cause to be 
presented on behalf of the State, a sword to the eldest son of the late 
Colonel Butler ; and also one to the nearest male relative of the late 
Lieut. Colonel Dickinson, as evidence of the deep regard and admiration 
of the State for the lamented and distinguished dead. 

Resolved, 3. That the Governor do also procure, and cause to be pre- 
sented on behalf of the State, a sword to Col. Gladden, as a testimonial 
of her appreciation of the distinguished ability and bravery he manifested 
as Chief of the Palmetto Regiment 

Resolved, 4. That the Governor do also cause suitable Medals to be 
prepared, with proper devices, to be presented to all the commissioned 
officers of the Regiment^ and for all the non-commissioned officers and 
privates. 

Resolved, 5. That the Executive do communicate the foregoing to the 
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families of Colonel Butler and Lieut. Colonel Dickinson, nod also to 
the Field and Staff officers of the Regiment, and to the Captains or com- 
manders of companies, with tfce request that the same may be coniwtni- 
cated to the officers and soldiers who have been under their comjnand. 

On motion pf Mr. TOWNES, 

Resolved, That the use of this HaU be granted to the State Bible Con- 
vention to-morrow evening, for the purpose of holding a Public Mat- 
ing. 

Mr. 4-YER submitted the following Resolution, which was read and 
ordered to be printed, and was referred to the Committee of the Whole 
House, to whom had been referred sundry Resolutions as to the re-char- 
ter of the Bank of the State, and made the Special Order of the day for 
Saturday next, at 1 o'clock, P. M. 

Revived, That in the next Annual Report of the President and Direc- 
tors of die Bank of the State of South Carolina lo the Legislature, and jn 
every auoh Annual Report thereafter, shall be included an exhibit of .the 
liabilities of each Member of the Legislature, .and each officer and Direc- 
tor of said Bank and its Branches, whether as Principal or -Security on

2. Resolved, That it is unwise, inexpedient and impolitic, for a State to 
grant Bank Charters to associated Capitalists, thereby subjecting the in- 
dustry and property of the people to the ruinous expansions and contrac- 
tions, which it is the interest of such institutions to produce. 

3. Resolved, That all the Bank Charters of this State, are founded on 
erroneous and anti-republican principles. 

On motion of Mr. SUMMER, the Preamble and Resolutions were or- 
dered to be printed, and were made Special Order of the Day for Tues- 
day next, at 1 o'clock, P. M., in Committee of the Whole House. 

Mr. KEITT submitted the following Resolutions: 

1st. Resolved, That the continued agitation of the question of Slavery 
by the people of the non-slaveholding States, by their Legislatures and 
by their Representatives in Congress, exhibits not only a want of that na- 
tional courtesy, which should exist between kindred States ; but is a pal- 
pable violation of good faith towards the slaveholding States which 
adopted the present Constitution, u in order to form a more perfect union." 

2nd Resolved, That while we acquiesce in adopting the boundary be- 
tween the slaveholding and non-slaveholding States, known as the Mis- 
souri compromise line, we will not submit to any further restriction upon 
the right of any Southern man to carry his property, and his institutions 
into any Territory acquired by southern treasure and by southern blood. 

3rd. Resolved, That should the " Wilmot Proviso," or any similar re- 
striction, be applied by Congress to the Territories of the United States, 
south of 36 degrees, 30 minutes north latitude, we recommend to our Sen- 
ators in Congress to leave their seats in that body, and that the Legisla- 
ture of South Carolina be forthwith assembled to adopt such measures as 
the exigency may demand. 

On motion of Mr. KEITT, the Resolutions were ordered to be printed ; 
. and on motion of Mr. TOWNES, they were referred to the Committee 
on Federal Relations. 

Mr. NELSON MITCHELL submitted the following Preamble and 
Resolutions, which were ordered to be referred to the Committee on Fede- 
ral Relations, and ordered to be printed. 

Whereas, The increasing agitation on the subject of slavery, and the 
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effort? constantly made to attaek otfr instiftittons through t^e legislation of 
Congress, in utter violation of the spirit and intention of oar constitutional 
compact, aflbrd the most conclusive evidence of the intention on the part 
of a large majority of the inhabitants of the non-slaveholding States, to 
disregard all constitutional obligations, and render us insecure in the en- 
joyment of our rights : 

And whereas, the attempt to exclude us from the equal enjoyment from 
the public Territory, the "common property of all the States," whether 
by abrogating such power to Congress, or conceding it to the people of the 
Territories, supported as these attempts have been by both the great politi- 
cal parties in the non-slaveholding States, must fill us with distrust of the 
efficacy of any party connexion fot our security, and coerces us to look 
for safety only to our own determination and the united action of such of 
our sister States as occupy a common position and have common rights 
and interests With ourselves. 

Be it therefore Resolved, That while our convictions of the necessity of a 
limited construction of the Constitution remain unchanged, and while we 
still adhere to all those principles which have induced us to act with the 
Democratic Party of the Union, we recognise in the alarming struggle 
which is impending between the different portions of the Confederacy, a 
question which concerns the very existence of the slaveholding States, 
and see in it the necessity for the earnest and united efforts of all their pa* 
triotic citizens, without regard to party distinctions, to arrest the progress 
of anti-slavery agitation, and vindicate our right to a positron of political 
equality. 

Resolved, That after the solemn declarations and resolutions expressed 
by our sister slaveholding States, we cannot but confide in their fixed de- 
termination to oppose all attempts to invade our rights, and their readi- 
ness to unite with us in all measures necessary and proper for our com- 
mon protection. 

Resolved, That we believe the incorporation of the odious and intuiting 
restriction commonly known as the Wilmot Proviso, in the act providing 
for the government of the Oregon Territory, to have been a wanton at* 
tack upon the rights of the slaveholding States, and cannot but see in it 
the indication of a settled purpose on the pan of the resit of the Confede- 
racy, to exclude us hereafter from the equal enjoyment of the common . 
property of all the States, and direct the legislation ef Congress to our 
ruin. 

Resolved, That we earnestly appeal to all onr sister States havifcg com- 
mon rights and interests with ourselves, to unite with us in effort* to para- 
vent the consummation of such a purpose, and should it be eflected, to 
concert measures to resist it and vindicate our right and political equality. 
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Resolved, That duly impressed with the solemn responsibility which 
rest? upon us not to act unadvisedly and prematurely in a matter of such 
importance and magnitude, and still trusting to the firmness of the Ex- 
ecutive, and a patriotic discharge of duty in that department of the' 
Government, we deem it inexpedient to express any opinion at this time' 
on the course which we ought to pursue, should the attempt to incorpo-- 
rate any such odious discrimination into the legislation of the country be 
successful.

Resolved, further, That in such an event South Carolina would most 
promptly and earnestly unite with her sister States of the South, in con- 
sulting upon and carrying out such mode of avoiding or resisting the ag- 
gression of the Federal Government, upon their rights and the dangers 
that may ensue therefrom, as may be most effectual and becoming.

Session such measures as they shall deem advisable for effecting the 
objects above mentioned, and that the said Committee be authorized to 
procure all such information as they may deem proper for their action in 
the premises. 

Mr. TUPPER submitted the following Resolution, which was ordered 
to be_ considered immediately, and was agreed to: 

Resolved, That it be referred to a Special Committee of three, to enquire 
into the propriety of removing from the Secretary of State's Office, certain

and that the details were being perfected," which will be fully concluded 
before the next Committee of Investigation will examine the Bank*. 

And whereas, no further report of said transaction has been made to 
this Legislature; 

Be it therefore Resolved, That the President of the Bank do inform and 
Report to this House*, whether said sale has been perfected, and the Deeds 
and other necessary papers executed to the purchasers — what is the 
amount of the debt, and what securities the purchasers have given, and 
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what amount, if any, of principal and interest has been paid by said pur- 
chasers, and upon what credit and terms said sale was made.
